"Glory of Missouri" Award for her accomplishments in the area of TEM PERANCE as defined by Webster's
dictionary in 1926: "M oderation of passion, self-control; calmness. Habitual moderation in the indulgence of

school, where she maintains her composure and continually strives for excellencein al situations and activities
such as singing in the choir and participating in speech team competitions:
